ALL GONE AT MIDDLE HEAD. 


Serious Damage Along Entire New 
England Coast. 


FATE OF SAILORS OFF BARNEGAT. 


Haurrax, N. S., Feb. 8.~[Special]—More 


than 100 houses and business buildings have 
been swept away at Cape Breton by the 
tidal wave. Itis believed many lives were 
lost. Startling reports are coming in from 
Cape Breton of the direful effects of the storm 
that swept that coast all day Tuesday and 
Tuesday night. 

It is feared, too, that the worst is yet to 
come, as the fragmentary reports so far re- 
ceived were sent to the nearest telegraph of- 
fice by courier. The telegraph poles are all 
gone along the shores’ and the wires lost in 
the rocks. 

At South Ingonish the tidal wave broke in 
on the shure and when it receded abouttwenty 
houses and shops had been torn from their foun- 
dations and taken with it. Particulars are 
‘meager, but it is said nothmg whatever was 
saved. The people themselves barely escaped 
and the lass to the class of* people affected 
will be overpowering. 

Dashed to Splinters on Rocks, 

At Middle Head, further along the coast, 
every fish store, with what it contained, is 
gone, carried out to sea or dashed to splinters 
on the rocky shore. 

At New Haven every fish store and all the 
Gry goods stores were swept away and little 
if anything saved. One hundred stores are 
in ruins here. 

It will be some days before the details of 
the disaster are known, as all telegraphic and 
telephone communications are gone and the 
country is blockaded with snow. Dispatches 
this morning from Liverpool, Shelburne, 
Canso, Farmouth, Lunenburg, Barrington, 
and Lockport report the worst storm of the 
season raging, with hurricane gale and awful 
sea. 

A dispatch received here tonight from 
North Sydney, C. B., says: 

Brief particulars reached here tonight of a 
disaster at South Ingonish, whereby a score 
ot houses were swept away by a tidal 
wave. South Ingonish is a small fish- 
ing settiement on a narrow peninsula 
of rock which separates the harbor 
from the Atlantic Ocean. It is narrow and 
low, and very much exposed to the sea, so that, 
during the exceptionally high tide and heavy 
den, the breakers dashed completely over it, 
sweeping everything a wayand leaving the rocks 
bare and filling the harbor with wreckage. 
No loss of life has been reported, but as the 
nearest telegraph offite is many miles distant 
and the roads are completely blockaded it is 
thought an accurate account of the disuster 
will not be received for some days. 

Storm Comes to an End, 

The storm came to a sudden termination at 
4 o' clock this afternoon, and it is now clear, 
calm, and mild. There is still quite a heavy 
sea on outside, but the steamer Labrador 
from Liverpool has just come in after a quick 


run. 


[R. B. Boak, wholesale fish merchant, No. 33 
South Water street, who was born and raised in 
Halifax and whose father is President of the 
Legislative Council there,does not believe the city 
was endangered by the tidal wave. “The city is 
built on a hill,“ he said, “and the tide would 
have to rise to the height of forty feet before any 
damage could be done to the houses. The ordi- 
nary height of the tide at Halifax is from six to 
ten feet. I remember only one instance when it 
was higher and that was in October, 1891, the 
time of the famous Saxby tide, so named after 
the Lieutenant in the British navy who 
predicted it. Considerable damage was 
done to the shipping there because the 
harbor was crowded with ‘fishing smacks. 
Now, however, there are but few ships there, 
though three or four of the Allan line boats 
steam in every week. New Haven, at the north- 
ern head of the penineula, in all probability suf- 
fered most. Great quantities of fish have not 
been washed away with the fishermen’s huts, as 
was reported in the evening papers, because all 
the fish has been shipped inland and no fishing 
whatever is done at this time of the year. The

GLOUCESTER PEOPLE RUN FOR LIFE, 


Tidal Wave Rushes Into the Harbor an 
Ice-Capped Torrent. 

Bosrox, Mass., Feb. 8.—[Special.]—A tidal 
Wave swept the North Atlantic coast from 
Long Island to Cape Breton early this morn 
ing, doing an enormous amount of damage to 

. shipping and shore property. It puta climax 
on four days of blizzard and intense cold, and 
when sailors saw it coming they decided that 
they might as well give up trying to save 
property and look out for their lives.

From Portsmouth, N. H., Portland, Me., 
and other’ Eastern points come reports of 
damage done by high tides. At Bangor, 
which is fifty miles from the sea on the 
Penobscot River, the tide rose five feet ina 
few minutes, and the ice jammed under a 
ruilroad bridge and raised it from its piers. 
Cellars were} flooded, and several of the 
lime warehouses were set on fire, causing 
fresh danger. All the lime kilns at Rockland, 
Me., were flooded and their contents spoiled. 

Down on Cape Cod the tide, rushing before 
the fierce gale, was driven with great fury 
upon the-bay shore between Provincetown 
and Wellfieet, endangering all the houses of 
the Weir fishermen. Only a huge wall of ice 
packed upon the beach saved them from de- 
struction.

At Buzzard’s Bay the hurricane which ac- 
companied the high tide blew seventy miles 
an hour. From Buttermilk Bay to Wood's 
Hole wreckage of yachts, skiffs, boats, and 
bathing houses are strewn in a continuous 
line, while the ice is piled in huge cakes 
among the débris, presenting a singular sight. 
The loss sustained will aggregate thousands 
of dollars. and is a severe blowto the fisher- 
men in this vicinity..

The 85 amount stated in this form, the at-

Coal and Provisions to Be Handed Out in 
Larger Quantities, 

County Ageat Olsen, for the remainder of 
this month, is to give out coal and food to the 
poor of the county as he thinks best. Such 
were the instructions given him yesterday 
afternoon at the meeting of the Committee 
on Public Service of the County Board. 
Commissioner Cunning told the committee 
how he had spent the better part of Thursday 
and Also yesterday morning at the office of 
the County Agent, and that he did not think 
the amount of coal doled out to the poor peo- 
ple was sufficient to keep them warm. Mr, 
Cunning said a ton a month was the 
stipulated quantity, but in many cases 
the people came back before the month was 
over and asked for more. This, under the 
rules of the office, had to be denied them. 
Mr. Cunning also spoke of the tea given away, 
and expressed a wish that molasses bo given 
out instead of the tea. This latter suggestion 
did not meet with approval, however, and he 
withdrew it. Mr. Cunning then put a motion 
that the Agent be instructed to furnish coal 
as his discretion suggested, but his motion 
was amended by Commissioner Munn to 
double all supplies and coal during the month 
of February. 

When speaking to his motion Mr. Munn 
said that the coal was of a poor quality and 
should be investigated.

ico, encompass.ng two-thirds of the entire 
area of the United States.

FURY OF TIDAL WAVE 


OAPE BRETON TOWNS SWEPT BY 
THE? INRUSHING TORRENT. 


More than One Hundred Houses and 
Stores Dashed to Ruin = Feared That 
Later News Win Show Lon of Lite- 
Ships Wrecked Along the Entire New

New Beproxp, Mass., Feb. 8.—The tide 
this morning waa the highest ever known, and 
many business-houses near the water front 
were flooded.

The wind blewa gale of forty- 
five miles an hour at 10 o’clock this morning, 
and street car traffic was entirely suspended. 

FALL River, Mass., Feb. 8.—The highest 
tide sinee 1869 occurred here this morning. 
All the docks along the river were flooded and 
bales of cotton. and oil barrels were floated 
off into the river. The water set fire to lime 
in a storebouse of, Borden & Remington, 
dealers in mill and building supplies, and the 
building and contents were destroyed. Cot- 
ton worth $6,000 was burned. 


FREEZE AND DROP INTO THE SEA. 


Pitifal Fate of the Crew of a Schooner in 
Sight of Powerless Life- Saver. 

New York, Feb. 8.—([Special.|—A four- 
masted schooner, the John B. Manning of 
Barnegat. N. J., was thrown upon the shore 
off East Port, L. I., last night. The sea was 
so high no lifeboat could live in it, and the 
life crews at the two stations at Lone Hill and 
Blue Point threw out a life line, which was 
caught, and the breeches buoy being rigged, 
the nine men on board the schooner were 
brought ashore. A few hours later the vessel 
went to pieces. 

As soon as the crew was in a place of safety 
another echooner went ashore at the same 
point. There were nine on this boat lashed 
to the rigging and motionless. The life line 
was fired and fell across the ship. But no 
man came out-of the rigging. They hung 
there as if dead. Presently the watchers saw 
one figure make some heavy and painful mo- 
tions and then the lashings fell away from 
him. But no sooner had the lashings fallen 
away from him than he fell away 
from the mast, stiff as a dummy man, 
and dropped into the sea without a 
gesture or struggie. Evidently he was stiff, 
frozen inside the icy shell of his clothing. 
The life-savers thought to shoot a line into 
the rigging and fired again. The line went 
through and caught in the rigging within easy 
reach of one of the stiff, motionless figures. 
But no effort was made to catch it. The line 
hung there and not even a head woved to look 
at it. The men in the rigging appeared as if 
dead. But after a few moments the Tife- 
savers could detect some signs of an effort to 
reach the lines, as if the hope of life within 
easy reach had stirred the frozen blood to 
feeble coursing again. 

So several hours passed. The life-savers 
They could 
only stand, bearing upon the wind, and watch- 
ing occasional feeble motions of the men 80 
near the shore, slowly dying, as the waves, 
which submerged them every other second, 
lett more and more of a covering of ice upon 
their faces and their clothing. There was 
nothing to be done but watch them die, no 
possible hope of rescuing them. 

Toward noon a hole was stove in the 
schooner’s side, and the waves rushed in and 
tore out the cargo of coal and huried it ashore 
at the feet of the life-savers. While the life- 
savers were watching four other men fell out 
of the rigging into the seadead. When night 
closed down three sailors in the rigging still 
showed signs of life. Unabie to do anything 
the life-saving crews turned and were flung 
back to their stations by the wind at their 
backs. 

The men on the schooner will probably all 
die before morning. 

The Emma, while trying to make harbor in 
Gravesend Bay last evening. became jammed 
ina heavy ice floe which drifted out of the 
narrows with the ebb tide. The ice forced the 
little craft over to the west bank between 
Hoffman and Swinburne Islands, where it 
keeled over and commenced to fill. The 
heavy ice driving against the sides sprung its 
decks‘and seams. A heavy snowstorm was 
raging at the time the boat struck, making 
the weather so thick the Captain was unable 
to locate the land. 

The crew lashed. thetnselves to the rigging 
and waited for help. The wind blew with 
terrific fury, and in despair at midnight four 
of the crew launched a dory in the hope of 
reaching shore. The wind now changed to 
the westward and the dory was lost to sight in 
a few minutes, and has not been heard from 
up to 10 o’clock this morning. 

Capt. Hanson and the remaining four sail- 
ors, fearing to stand by the wreck any longer, 
decided at 2 a. m. to launch another 
dory and attempt to reach the shore, 
After a desperate struggle with the 
heavy icé and intense cold and blinding 
spray the well-nigh exhausted fishermen 
sighted the light on Fort Thompkins and 
shortly after 6 a. m. they managed to reach 
the shore and walk to the residence of Keeper 
Davey of the lighthouse, who did all in his 
power for the sufferers. Tho Emma hailed 
from New London, where it was buiit in 
1882. It was 48 feet long and registered a 
trifle over 118 tons. 


FLOOD STARTS A FIRE AT BANGOR, ME. 


Highest Tide in Twenty Years Makes

DISASTERS CAUSED BY TIDAL WAVEs. 


Lisbon Destroyed and 35,000 of Its Peo- 
pie Kitled=Other Historic Records, 
Tidal waves have been the cause of many 

of the most awful disasters in history. The 

one which destroyed Lisbon edly in the cen- 
tury and killed 36,000 of its people stands 
out most prominéntly in the aggregate of de- 
struction, butin fury the sea which swept 
over Callao and Lima in South America has 
no recorded equal. Asingle wave, reckoned 
to be 210 feet high, is said to have rolled 
upon the coast of Kamschatka, but, owing to 
the small population, the loss was insignifi- 
cant. In graphic interest no story of the sea 
exceeds the wreck of the United States steam- 

er Monongahela at St. Thomas in 1868. 
Along the west coast of South America, 

where earthquakes are sufficientiy frequent to 

be scientifically observed, it has been noticed 
that tidal waves are formed by the sweeping 
shoreward ofa wave in the earth’s sulace, 

The first effect is to raise the water from four 

to ten feet as the earth wave passes. This 

called the small wave.“ In from one t 

four hours the great waves come rolling in. 

and it is at this time that the sea recedes so 
much that the beach foralong distance be- 
comes dry. ‘There is a recurrence of great 
waves, somewhat smaller than when they are 
at their maximum. Ia four or five hours gen- 
erally the ocean resumes its normal element. 

It has been recorded that tidal waves from 
severe earthquakes have swept clear across 
the Pacitic Ocean, and after traveling this 
great distance they were sufficiently marked 
to cause much disturbance to shipping lying 
at anchor in the harbor. 

So-called tidal waves are sometimes formed 
by the peculiar disturbances of the at- 
mospheric pressure resting upon the surface 
of the ocean, combined with the action of the 
wiad. Even on as small bodies as Lake 
Miehigan well marked tidal waves are some- 
times developed during periods of severe 
squalls, which are the result of atmospheric 
pressure. At times tidal waves four and five 
feet high have been measured at the life sav- 
ing station here. The tidal waves produced 
by storms, of course, never attain the dimea- 
sions of those which are raised by earth. 
quakes, It is comparatively seldom that one 
is sufficiently severe to cause heavy losses in 
cities along the seushore. 

Doubtiess many of the boats which have 
gone to sea since the beginning of navigation 
and never have been heurd of since have been 
engulfed in a tidal wave rolling across the 
ocean. Uccasionaily some of the big ocean 
liners arriving after a rough passage across 
the Atlantic report having encountered tidal 
waves in mitiocean which have swept their 
decks and dove much damage. Some years 
ago a White line steamer had its turtle deck 
forward crushed by the falling of a tidal wave 
upon it and a number of people were killed. 
When encountered in midocean these tidal 
waves are distinctly marked from the ordi- 


nary storm wave through which the vessel 


has been riding comfortably. They come on 
like a solid wyull of water and it is only by 
good seamanship that many a boat has been 
saved, from being literally smothered in 
water,

DESPERATE ATTAOK ON PARISH 
HOUSE OF ST, HEDWIG’S OHUROE. 


Avowed Object Was to Kill the Assistant 
Priest, Father Paboski, and Many 
Women Armed with Red Pepper Aided 
in the Battle—Policemen Many Times 
Reinforced Have a Hard Tussle to Sub- 
due the Infuriated Crowd New Phase 
ef Old Church War. 
There were lively scenes early yesterday 
morning around St. Hedwig’s Polish Catholic 
Church, at Hoyne and Webster avenues. Ever 


since the trouble between the priest, Father 


Barzynski, and a faction of his parishioners 
began about last Christmas, two or 
more policemen have been de- 
tailed for duty at the parish residence 
to protect the priest from violence. Patrol. 
men Wendt and Hammill of the Attrill Street 
Station were performing this duty at 7:30 
o’clock yesterday morning when a crowd of 
men and women gathered on the front steps 
of the parish residence. 

The avowed object of the mob was to kill 
the assistant priest, Father Paboski. They 
broke in the front door, at the same time 
shouting: ‘*Get the priest and lynch him!” 
The attack was led by women, one of whom 
threw a handful of red pepper into Police. 
man Hammill’s face. He was tempora- 
rily blinded by the assault, but he 
struck at the woman with his fist, hitting her 
in the face and knocking her against the rail- 
ing outside the door. . Patrolman 


freely. 
Policeman Kunacked Seunse less. 


When about twenty feet From the door 
someone struck Wendton the back of the 
head ‘with a malict, knocking him senseless 
and inflicting a severe scalp wound whien oc- 
casioned considerable loss of blood. The 
mob of men and women was armed with 
bricks, stones, and clubs. and made persistent 
attacks on Policeman Hammiil, who did his 
best to keep the infuriated Poles at bay by 
pointing his revolver at them. 

Information of tne trouble was telephoned 
to the Attrill Street Police Station and Capt. 
Rehm and Lieut. Steele gathered ail the pa- 
trolmen available and hurried to the scene. 
The mob still nuug around the church in a 
threatening manner and more reinforcements 
were sent for, the response being two patrol 
wagon loads of policemen from the Rawson 
street and North avenue stations. 

Before the wagons arrived another attack 
was made on the police on the ground. 
Patrolman Klafta bore the brunt of this as- 
sault. A womau filled his eyes with pepper, 
but he succeeded in arresting two women 
and a man who were among the leaders of the 


mob, 

At this time Father J. Barzynski, a brother 
of the priest lately in charge of St. Hedwig’s 
Church. drove up in a cutter. When he 
appeared the police escorted Pahoski from the 
house to the cutter. As the two priests started 
to drive away the crowd went in pursuit and 
the two patrol wagons followed the mob. The 
driver of the cutter hada good horse which 
quickly outstripped the crowd, the remnants 
of which were scattered and driven from the 
streets by the police. 

One Shot Is Fired. 

While the trouble was in progress at the 
door of the parish residence, Officers Christ- 
offerson, Tobin, and Niederschmidt came to 
Officer Hammill’s assistance, and Nieder- 
schmidt fired one shot in the air 
to intimidate the mob, In the 
mé'ée one woman, Mrs. Anna Druwka, No. 
68 Lubeck street, was struck on the left side 
of the head. She was only slightly injared. 

Following the riot Lieut. Quinn, Sergt. 
Walton, and eight patrolmen were detailed to 
oo the church and the priests’ residence. 

o further trouble had occurred at midnight. 

The three persons arrested were Theodore 
Dimoint, Mrs. Antonia Groms, and Mrs. Kate 
Lagodzinski. They were released on bail. 

As neanly as can be learned from members 
ot the church the strife is caused by a faction 
composed of the younger element, which de- 
sires to have Father M. Barzynski deposed 
aud his place taken by his former assistant, 
Father Kiozlowski, 

When the trouble began Father Barzynski 
was temporarily relieved and Father Pahoski 
was placed in charge. He also was objected 
to by the faction opposed to Father Barzynski, 
and this feeling led to the trouble yesterday. 
The differences between the priest and his 
parishioners led to the arrest of several 
of the latter a few weeks ago. Officer 
Hammiil was on duty at the church 
Feb, 3, when a crowd of fifty or sixty Poles 
followed him into the building. Several per- 
sons shouted Kill the policeman, and 
others cried, ** Don't kill him in the church, 
take him outside and kill him.”’ 

The outbreak resulted in several arrests. 
At the trial in the police court it was stated 
that all the trouble had been patched up and 
the charges were dismissed. 


TELLS HOW DR. POPE WAS MURDERED 


William Brusseau Makes a Full Confes- 
sion of the Plot at Detroit. 

Derrorr, Mich., Feb. 8.—[Special. ]—Will- 
iam Brusseau, who has since last Saturday 
told two stories of the murder of Dr. H. E.

Samples Gathered by a French Physician 
in Twenty Years’ Practice. 

Paris‘ letter in London Times: Dr. Luys 
has offered to the Paris faculty of medicine, 
for the Dupuytren Museum, a collection of 
220 brains, carefully prepared and catalogued 
by him during his long service at the Sal- 
pétriére and Charité Hospitals. In a letter 
to M. Brouardel, in which he calls his collec- 
tion unparalleled in Europe, he describes in 
detail its scientific interest.  ** It presents, 
he says, ‘* manifold samples of lesions of 
human brains from the commonest ordinary 
hemiplegy, the aphasia, up-to the most char- 
acteristic lesions of madness, and, asa foun- 
dation for the studies, hitherto so ill-based, of 
mental pathology, a series of types of persons 
suffering from hallucination or monomania, 
and of t who are chronically delirious: 
with or without consciousness; and it pre- 
sents also anatomical expressions in harmon 
with the symptoms observed. Types, of which 
there are four examples, relate to periodic 
madness. These are the first examples of the 
sort ever collected and offered to the exami- 
nation of the medical public, and they show 
similar lesions which justly place them ma 
special nosologic category. Next come brains

I have collected also a number 
of brains relating to idiocy, some

Strange History of Giovanni Battista Con- 
tin, the Friend ot Kossuth, Associate 
of Rubinstein, and Resident of Chiceco 
In His Former Home He Was Kacwn 
an the Count of Castel-Seprie, in Chi- 
engo He le Known as a Capable but 
Eccentric Instructor in Muse. ' 

Few people residing in the vicinity of Lin- 

coln Park know there lives among them a 

genuine Italian Count of noble and illustri- 

ous family, the friend of Kossuth and the as- 
sociate of Rubinstein. Giovanni Battista 

Contin is his name; Count of Castel-Seprio 

his title. Six years ago he came to America, 

after he had been swindied out of his proper- 
ty in Austria and fost his estate in the

Province of Venitia, Italy. He earns his 
living now as a teacher of music, and in that 
art he is pronounced by eminent critics to be 
an adept. His musical talent he inherits 


the favorite pupil of Beethoven, and after- 
wards the fast friend of the great master. 

The Count’s eccentric manner and odd ap- 
pearance make him the center of atttaction 
wherever he goes. He dresses after the. fash- 
ion of an Austrian, and wears no clothes of 
American make. He never goes to bed be- 
fore 3 o’clock a. m. and generally sleeps until 
9. The reason for this, he says, is that his 


room was robbed three years ago, 
when he lived in La Salle street. A 
great many valuable musical instruments 


were taken. At night he is usually seen abont 
11 o’clock walking in from his house, No. 
514 Wells street. His most coveted treasure 
is a violin which he claims was given to his 
grandfather by Mozart. 

The man’s right to bear the title of count is 
attested to by the Rasters, who were the first 
to welcome him in Chicago. The count 
brought a letter of introduction from a promi- 
nent Austrian court official to Herman Ras- 
ter, who was then editor of the Staats-Zei- 
kung. The latter was so struck by the man 
and his singular history he gave him a home 
and the friendship then formed was termi- 
nated only by the death of Mr. Raster. 


His Aucestry Passes Inspection. 


When Mr. Raster and his family were in 
Venice three years ago they looked up his an- 
cestry and found he belonged to one of the 
oldest and most illustrious families in North- 
ern Italy. The Count Contin in the middle 
ages ruled overall the country from Pavia to 
Milan and from Como to Lake Lugano. 
Petty wars managed in the course of 400 
years to reduce the extensive estate to a small 
villa to which Giovanni's father fell heir. Still 
it was extensive enough to give him the-repu- 
tation of a wealthy man. The present rep- 
resentative of the long line of Italian 
Counts was bornin Venice seventy years ago. 
When only 7 years of age he was sent to 
Vienna to be educated. Venetia was at that 
time under the sway of Austria, and as his 
father was in a favor with the Emperot 
Ferdinand, young Giovanni was well received. 
He attended the university founded by Maria 
Theresa, the most famous in Vienna. He re- 
mained at college fourteen years and gradu- 
ated at 21 with the highest honors of his 
class. He then studied law for a year but 
gave it up for a captaincy in the Emperor’s 
cavalry. Although war was being waged be- 
tween the Emperor and Victor Emmanuel off 
and on for fifteen years he never experienced 
any active service, f | 

At the age of 40 he was retired with a small 
pension, and he had besides the impoverished 
estate left by his father, who had died four 
years before. He went back to Venice, where 
he gave almost his entire time te the study of 
music. Six years ago his circumstances be- 
came straitened and he was compelled to 
come to America in order to earn a living, 


Personality of the Titled Citizen. 


Personally the Count is a singular man. 
He is tall in figure and erect in stature. He 
nas the air and carriage of a military man. 
His hair is long ana partiy gray, but his mus- 
tache is as black as it ever was. He looks 
more like a Hungarian than an Italian, hav- 
ing the high cheek bones of a Magyar. He 
never eats bread for fear the baking powder 
used will poison him. Though the fluent 
master of five languages, he cannot speak 
English, and generally insists on his pupils 
speaking German. He does not think him- 
self old, and says he is putting by money for 
his old age. He is kind and generous 
toward all, and though poor himself 
never refuses to aid a poorer. one, 
Of children he is especially fond and helikes 
to watch the little ones as they return home 
from school. Heisa confirmed smoker and the 
only time his pipe is out of his mouth is when 
he is fast asleep. Mr. Holinger, the Swiss 
Consul, who is a particular friend and knew 
him in the old country, says he has often found 
him lying on a couch in his room smoking a 
long-stemmed German pipe, reading a news- 
paper, and at the same time nimbiy fingering 
a practice board, 

His brothers and sisters, all of whom are 
living, have prospered better than he. One 
of the former is Prefect of the Province of 
Potenza, Italy. The others are well to doin 
Vienna, He has a widowed andan unmarried 
sister. 


Oil Barning Locomotive, 


The Southern California railroad is probably 
entitled tothe credit of first introducing oil- 
buroing in locomotives in regular passenger 
service in this country. Locomotive No. 625 of 
that company has been equipped with the Booth 
oil-burning apparatus, a device which has been 
designed after a long period of experiment, al- 
though the patents on it have been taken out 
but a short time. William th, the designer, 
was formerly master mechanic of the Peruvian 
Central railway, but of late has been conducting 
the experiments on the Southern California line, 
being aided by Master Mechanic Prescott, who 
has had wide experience in similar experiments. 
The equipment makes very little quasge in the 
exterior appearance of the engine. The fuel tank 
holds a little over five tons of oil, and is placed 
inside the water tank, so that it is surrounded 
by water, there being six feet of it on the back of 
the tank, eighteen inches on the sides and front, 
and six inches on the top. It is provided with an 
oil-tight manhole, and has a gas vent on the top, 
so that any manner of shaking will not allow the 
oil to escape. For the sake of safety there are 
two safety valves, one on top and the other on 
the bottom. Ah apparatus is provided to shut 
off the flow of oil to the engine in case the supply 
pipe mes broken from any cause. Two 
burners aro used, with steam jets in each, by 
which the oil is sprayod into the fire-boxes. 


A French Swindle. 

One of the latest scandals unearthed in France 
reads like a burlesque. A man was arrested for 
defrauding a wine merchant by representing that 
certain shares of the Nice Nay company, 
which he gave in payment for goods, were worth 
much more than their market value. This led to 
an investigation of the company, which adver- 
tised a daily service between Nice and Corsica. 
It turned out that the persons forming the com- 
pany never had any capital; that they had hired 
an old steamer on credit, had changed its name 
two or three times to conceal its identity, and 
used the different names to make up their fleet. 
As the steamer was not seaworthy it regularly 
left Nice with great display, and it

while returned to Nice. and crew 
were never paid. The deviserof this ingenious 
scheme is a naval neer ana a Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honor.—New York Sun.

Startling Effect of a Mocking Bird Steam 
Whistie on a Negro Gathering. 

Louisville Times: Some years ago the 
steamer Paris C. Brown introduced the mo2k- 
ing bird whistle on the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers. On thetrip from Cineinnati to New 
Orleans and back its demoniacal yells and 
unearthly screams created asensation every- 
where, and all along shore produced fear and

| POREIGN FREE LIBRARY sysTems, | 


English Cities Which Maintain Libraries 
and Art Galleries, 

Perhaps in no other municipal undertaking 
has Birmmgham ever shown a finer enthusi- 
asm than in the establishment and develop. 
ment of the freelibrary system. It was in 
1850 that Parliament passed the first free 
libraries act, and in 1855 that im portant 
amendments made it better available for local 
adoption, The Birmingham voters confirmed 
the action of the Council and adopted the 
libraries act early in 1860, The act, 
brief, authorized the levy of a penny-rate for 
the creation and support of free libraries 
and museums, At that time such a rate 

roductive of an income of about $17, 

Libraries committee reported that 
scheme as a whole should comprise a central 
reference library, with reading and ne 
rooms, museum and gallery of art, and f 


} district lending libraries, with news- room 


attached.“ Within seven or eight years th 
whole system had been created, and num, 
ber of volumes in all the libraries had reachei 
50,000. The patronage was enormous fron 
the beginning. In 1872 the innovation o 
Sunday opening was made, in the face of ag 
opposition at first strong and bitter, but aft. 
erward altogether withdrawn. 

A fire in 1879 that destroyed the central 
reference collection only served to demon 
strate the popularity of the institution. Thi 
citizens contributed large gifts of money anc 
the restored library soon exceeded in all re 
spects that which was destroyed. The brancl 
libraries have now been increased in number, 
the aggregated volumes exceed 200,000, 
the yearly issue of bodks reaches 1,000,000 or 
more, while the patronage of the newspaper 
and periodical r has grown to a 
remarkable total devotion of the best 
citizens has been shown in generous gifts of 
special collections; snd the central library 
has many rare and distinctive features that 
add to its charm and its value. The library 
tate has been increased somewhat from the 
original penny and the department has an in- 
come of about. $65,000 a year for all pur- 
poses. includmg the art museum and gallery. 

The municipal art gallery began modestly 
as an annex tothe central library. But so 
many gifts have been made to it by the pub. 
lie-spirited citizens of the town that it has 
come to assume both yee ae and im- 
portance. It is now well housed, adequately 
maintained, and highly popular. As an out- 
growth of ‘this art museum, Birmingham 
maintains a central school of art, with sevoral 
branches, chiefly for night pupilsfrom the 
working classes; and the desirability of the 
nndertaking has been proven by the fact 
that 3.000 or more pupils avail themselves of 
the opportunity to study, nearly all of these 
pupils being instructed in various applica- 
tions of art to the local industries in which 
they are employed. 

Like Manchester and other progressive 
towns Birmingham availed itself promptly of 
the opportunities afforded by the technical 
instruction act of 1889, as supplemented by 
an act of 1890, which makes available for the 
support of technical education a large part of 
the excise. taxes which formerly went to 
National Treasury. Thus the ‘so-called ex- 
chequer contribution fund now gives Bir- 
mingham every year a sum, which, after pro- 
viding for police superannuation, etc., leaves 
from $30,000 to $40,000 for the maintenance 
of municipal technical schools. The corpora- 
tion proceeded at once to open temporary 
schools, and to make plans fora great central 
building to cost $300,000 of more, which is 
to be opened before the end of 1895 as one 
of the best-equipped technical schools in the 
kingdom. Itneed not be added that the 
School Board of Birmingham, which provides 
ample facilities for elementary instruction, 
is in full sympathy with the municipal 2 
of practical education along lines that shall 
train boys and girls to places of usefulness 
and assured self-support in the local industry 
community.—From Dr. Shaw’ s ** Municipal 
Government in Great Britain.”’

Another objection is found to the bill intro- 
duced Wednesday in the Legislature which 
gives property owners a right to institute pro- 
ceeding sfor injunction in frontage disputes. 
A provision in the bill prohibits street railway 
companies from condemning the tracks of 
other companies. This provision of the bill, 
it is charged, is intended to foster the monop-

More of a Purchase of Gold to Be Paid 
For in Bonds, 

Wasuinocrox, D. C., Feb. 8.—The bond 
transaction consummated today, strictly 
speaking, is not a sale of bonds for gold, but 
a purchase of gold to be paid for in bonds. 
The issue was not made under the authority 
granted by the resumption act, but under 
Sec. 3,700 of the Revised Statutes, which 
reads as follows! 

The Seceetary of the Treasury may purchase 
coin with any of the bonds or notes of the United 
States authorized by law atsuch rates and upon 
such terms as he may deem most advantageous 
to the public interests. 

The contract was made with August Bel- 
mont & Co. of New York on behalf of N. M. 
Rothschild & Sons of London and them- 
selves, and J. P. Morgan & Co. of New 
York on behalf of J. 8. Morgan & Co. 
of London and themselves, and provides for 
the delivery to the United States of 3,500,- 
000 eunces of standard goid coin of the 


4 per cent bonds. A large number of other 
banks and financial institutions are interested 
in the transaction, but their names 
are not mentioned in the contract itself. The 
department does not know in what propor- 
tions the various parties are to furnish the 
gold coin or receive the bonds, as this is a 
matter for arrangement between themselves. 
By the terms of the contract the parties 


are to bear all the expense of bring- 
ing the gold from abroad. An- 
other stipulation of great importance 


is that Messrs. Morgan and Belmont agree to 
exert all their financial strength and iuflu- 
ence, and that of their associates at home 
and abroad, to protect against withdrawals 
of gold pending complete performance of tae 
contract. No bonds are to be delivered ex- 
cept in payment for gold actually delivered. 
In view of the probable failure of Congress 
Treasury officials deciare that these terms 
are the best that could be procured with a 
coin bond. 
Another Issue Will Be Unnecessary. 


Those who are in a position to know the 
President’s views on the subject give it as his 
opinion that the issue will so far restore pub- 
lic confidence at home and abroad that any 
other issues will be unnecessary, at least until 
the meeting of the next Congress in Decem- 
ber. If, however, it should become necessary 
the President will act as promptly as may be 
necessary to protect the public credit. it is 
confidently expected by the President that 
this issue will render an extra session of 
Congress wholly unnecessary. It is said 
on good authority that it was the President's 
first intention to make the loan $100,000,- 
000 and this amount was for some time in-

Special Promises Given. 


This loan, it is understood, is made upon a 
definite promise by Messrs. Belmont and 
Morgan, ior themselves and those to whom 
they sell any bonds, that the Treasury shall 
not be called upon to furnish the gold for 
payment, either directly or by any subterfuge, 
such as was employed on the occasion of 
last two loans. 

An important bearing of this new loan, and 
one which the bond specialists were quick to 
appreciate, was the effect it will have upon 
the whole government bond market.

ous dates; The important issues and those 
most widely dealt in are the 48, of which 
nearly five hundred and sixty million are out. 
They were quoted today at 110, or about 3 
per cent basis. The 5’s are the total of the 
two last gold replenishing issues of ten-year 
bonds, of which half were taken at 117 by the 
last syndicate. These were quoted today at 
114%, or a fraction more than 3}¢ per cent,

As the credit of the government is equally 
good tor each class of bonds, and the tendency 
of the market is to equalize itself throughout 
the issues so that about the same per cent will 
be realized from each, this last issue will be 
of a gilt-edge sort, because it has thirty years 
to run and the supply is limited. Close esti- 
mators put the meeting point of the several 
classes of bonds at 3% per cent, which would 
mean $106.1 for the old 4s, $112.50 for the 
5s, and $111.70 for the new 4s per $100 
bond. The new Belmont-Morgan syndicate 
have under their control a batch of ubout $62,- 
000,000 of bonds, which, when quoted seven 
points higher, means a quickly-made profit of 
about $4,500,000 to be taken as soon as the 
eyndicate cares to dispose of the bonds. There 
were indications that this equalizing process 
on the bonds had started in from the number 
of inquiries made today for the disposal of 
bonds of the former issues. 


Foreigners Fail to Get In. 


It has developed that a foreign .syndicate 
had actually been completed on the other 
side, and that one or two firms here which 
were cabled by their friends in London that 
they would like totakea hand, received re- 
plies to the effect that the syndicate was full. 

It is probable that the definite announce- 
ment in regard to the long anticipated bond 
issue will find a good mauy people in the ex- 
change market with more exchange on hand 
than they want. It has been a 
matter for comment lately that the ex- 
change market, which should have been 
the first to really reflect anything like 
an important deal with foreign interests, 
should have displayed rather more decision 
and feverishness than the etock market. The 
explanation no doubt is that those people who 
knew most said least and kept their own 
coutsel perfectly.

The Senator declared that Great Britain 
was secretly plotting to wrest from the United 
States the great coaling station, Pearl Harbor 
in Hawaii. This was granted the United 
States in considvration of the reciprocity 
treaty with Hawaii. And yet England 
was now moving to secure 
bor in connection with her 
concessions, and the President of 
the United States had advised the granting of 
the concession.

Becoming more confidential 
and more earnest he declared it as his solemn 
opinion that this cable project of Great Brit- 
ain was part of the secret policy of that na- 
tion which had for its aim the destruction of 
American influence in the islands. 

It was such talk as seldom has been heard 
in the Senate when open to the public, and 
the Senator convinced all who heard him that 
if the United States were to yield any of its 
rights and permit Great Britain to secure 
political control of any one of these islands 
or a foot of ground on Hawaii the group 
would be lost to us forever.

The Republicans were unanimous in declar- 
ing for active interference by Minister Willis, 
while all the time Senator Gray of Delaware 
sat silent, for only a few days ago he had 
made a strong argumentin support of the 
theory that the United States could not inter- 
fere with the fate of citizens who participated 
in a rebellion, on which ever side they may 
have been. Gresham’s letter to Willis had 
knocked his argument into a cocked hat. 
The Republican Senators cast irequent 
glances up to the diplomatic gallery and the 
Senate continued in session much longer 
than had been intended to enable them to 
show Minister Thurston that it was the party 
which has supported Hawaii against the Pres- 
ident which was now pleadmg for clemeacy.

Difference Between Coin and Gold Bonds 
Far Out of Line with Local Opinions= 
Bankers Cannot Believe That Bonds 
Can Re Sold No Better than a 3& Per 
Cent Basis=The Ball View on North 
Chicago Stteet Railroad Prospects] 
Quiet on the Chicego Exchanges. 


Local financiers, were dumfounded yester. 
day at the announcement of the bond issue, 
It was beyond comprehension in local finan- 
cial circles how it could be possible that the 
government was unable to borrow money on 
ec in bonds at a rate below 3% percent. On 
every hand it ie declared that there must be 
some mistake when the early news came in, 
and later, after the arrangement was on a 
basis of 3% per cent was verified, everyone 
wis at a total Idss to explain the situation. 
The showing which the President made in 
his message of so great a difference in the 
market value of a coin ora gold bond was en- 
tirely out of line with local estimates. The 
price of thirty-year 4 per cent bonds sold so 
as to net 3% per cent would be 104.48, If 
sold to net 3 per cent it would be 119.69. 
The difference then which the President 
places in his message on the value of a gold and 
of a coin bond is as 119.69 to 104.48. Three 
weeks ago the Drainage Board called for bids 
for $4,000,000 bonds. It was desired to test the 
market as to the difference in value between a 
currency bond and a gold bond, and so bids were 
asked for issues of each kind. The New York 
Life Insurance company, which ought to be 
taken as representing not local ideas on finance, 
but the best judgment of Eastern financiers, bid 
101.31 for gold bonds and 100.51 for currency 
bonds. A difference of .8 against the difference 
of 15.21 shown by the President's figures, 
Desirable issnes of municipal bonds are fetching

BONDS HAVE BEEN SOLD. 

President Cleveland has announced ina 
message to Congress that the details of an 
arrangement have been concluded whereby 
30-year 4 percent coin bonds authorized under 
the act of July 14, 1875, to the amount of a 
little less than $62,400,000, are to be issued 
for the purchase of about 65 million dollars 
in gold coin, which will restore the reserve to 
a little more than 100 millions. The premi- 
um allowed upon the bonds fixes the interest 
at the rate of 3% per cent per annum upon 
the amount of gold realized, and the privilege 
is especially reserved to the government to 
substitute at par within ten days from date in 
lieu of the 4 per cent coin bonds other bonds 
in terms payable in gold and bearing only 3 
per cent interest. 

This substitution will be made if within ten 
days from date the issue of gold bonds be 
authorized by act of Congress. So it rests 


with that body to say whether the country 


shall pay 8 per cent interest for the use of 
money specifically agreed to be repaid in the 
same kind of money that is borrowed or 
shall pay $539,159 per annum additional, 
this extra payment amounting to $16,174,- 
770, as the price of leaving off the word 
„gold froin the face of the bond. That 
large sum is to be the cost to the country of 
catering to the crazy Cemands of the silver 
extremists as to the specified terms of pay- 
ment, if they are allowed to dictate in this 
particular. The President very pertinently 
states this to be the difference in the estima- 
tion of investors between bonds made pay- 
able in coin and those specifically payabie in 
gold,“ and he says this is very significant,” 
though of course there never should be a 
doubt in any quarter as to the redemption in 
gold of the bonds of the government which 
are made payable in coin.“ He adds the self- 
evident statement that “whatever may be 
our views on the subject the sentiments or 
preferences of those with whom we must 
negotiate in disposing of our bonds for gold 
are not subject to our dietation.“ Yet this is 
a point which, with its obvious parallel in re- 
gard to transactions between individuals, 
seems to be wilifully ignored by the fee sil- 
ver extremists, but for whose agitation there 
would have been no doubt at all about the 
payment of our indebtedness in gold. 

At least one-half of the gold to be obtained 
from this sale is to be supplied from abroad, 
“which is a very important and favorable 
feature of the transaction. It not only will 
bring gold here to take the place of what has 
been sent across the Atlantic, but will tend to 
prevent another such a drain on any mere 
scare, while the taking of this step by the ad- 
ministration will tend to resstablish con- 
fidénce in the minds of the relatively few who 
bave been afraid the silver maniacs wouid 
prevail. There can be no question as to the 
determination of President Cleveland to do 
all in his power to “insure the maintenance 
of the parity in value of the coins of the two 
metals and the equal power of every dollar at 
all times in the markets and in the payment 
of debts.“ His promptness and courage merit 
the thanks of all honest men, and one cannot 
but admire the manner in which he points out 
calmly, but without equivocation, the fact 
that it rests with the silver extremists to say 
whether or not the country shall pay more 
than 16 millions extra for the permission to 
omit the word gold from the face of the 
bonds which are to be sold for gold coin. It 
hardly is to be expected they will obviate the 
necessity of paying that costly premium for 


the privilege of being evasive, as their dishon- 


est efforts for semi-repudiation already have 
cost the country many times thatsum. Their 
attitude proves that they have taken as their 
motto the equivalent of the words Rule or 
Ruin.“ 


MIXING GRAIN IN ELEVATORS. 

The improper mixing of grain by public 
warehousemen in this city is sought to be pre- 
vented by a bill offered through Senator 
Craig. The bill provides that owners of ware- 
houses ‘of the class “A” shall not handle 
their own grain through such warehouses, and 


names the withdrawal of State grain inspec- 
tion from a warehouse as the penalty for vio-. 


lating the act. The bill is in harmony with 
the views of the receivers and shippers who 
are members of the Chicago Board of Trade 
and with the opinion recently expressed by 
the Chairman of the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners of this State. 
It is undeniable that under present arrange- 
ments the outside owner of grain which is 
stored in these houses is toa large extent at 
the mercy of the men who manage the ele- 
vators. The law gives to the latter permis- 
sion to mix together grain of the same grade 
that is consigned to their keeping by different 
owners, and thus destroy the identity of the 
separate parcels. If ali the grain designated 
by the State Inspector as belonging to a named 
grade were of precisely the same millmg or 
feeding vaiue this plan would give no oppor- 
tunity for discrimination. The holder of a 
receipt would be served from the elevator 
with the required quantity of grain of the 
same quality as that against which the receipt 
was issued. But the fact is that ecarcely any 
two parcels of grain received at an elevator 
are of exactly the same quality. The in- 
spector decides on much the same plan as he 
would if he described as twelve feet long 
each of a number of boards the length.of 
which was more than eleven and less than 
thirteen feet. It is evident that if the person 
to whose keeping as a public custodian a great 
num ber of such boards was confided should put 
all the shorter boards into one pile and all the 
longer ones within these limits into another 
pile, sell off the long onesat a premium, and fill 
their places by a lot of shorter boards pur- 
chased by himself at a less price than the av. 
erage was worth, these to be served out to the 
parties holding certificates of deposit of a 
named number of tweive-foot boards in the 
lumber pile. | 
Some of the grain warehousemen of this 
city are believed to have handled on this plan 
the grain consigned to them for storage only. 
They are believed to have sorted out the best 
of this for sale by themselves at a premium 
to shippers, and substituted for it grain the 
quality of which was barely above the lowest 
limit of quality permissible for a named 
grade, the result being that the average of 
quality delivered by them in exchange for re- 
ceipts held outside was less than the average 
quality of the grain received, and still less 
than the average of that selected by the ware-

If this bill should become a law it would 
not prevent any man from operating a pri. | 
vate elevator for himself or others. Nor | 
would it interfere with one who acts only as 
public custodian. Its aim is to put a check 
on the commission of fraud, if any be con- 
templated, by men who hold the double posi- 
tion of traders and custodians, and who by 
reason of that fact have large facilities for 
taking undue advantage of men competing 
with them as buyers or sellers, or both, The 
issue is a public one, and therefore of far 
greater importance than any mere interest of 
the men or firms who ask for the passage of 


the bill. 


MAKING INSANITY CAUSE FOR DIVORCE. 

The Illinois House of Representatives had 
before it for consideration Thursday a bill 
which, as introduced, provides that if any per- 
son— 

Has become a confirmed and incurable lunatic 
and shall have been such confirmed and incura- 
able lunatic for the space of two years, it shall 
be lawful for the other or injured party to obtain 
a divorce, provided that no divorce be granted 
unless such insane person shall have been con- 
fined in some State institution for the insane for 
the space of two years, and such confirmed and 
incurable insanity be proven in open court by 
competent medical evidence given by some per- 
son connected with such State institution. 


This was amended so as to require five 
years instead of two, to require the testimony 
of two competent physicians instead of some 
person, and to compel the party seeking the 
divorce to make provision for the care and 
comfort of the lunatic. It seems probable 
that the bill as thus amended will pass the 
House. 

This is a new departure. There are many 
grounds in this State on which divorces can 
be obtained. Some persons think there are 
too many and that matrimonial ties can be 
severed too easily. Those grounds range all 
the way from simple desertion for two years 
to groes and habitual cruelty und to the com- 
mission of penitentiary offenses. But this is 
a catalogue of voluntary offenses and not of 
involuntary misfortunes. The Legislature 
thus far has refrained from allowing divorces 
to be obtained for causes arising subsequent 
to marriage tor which nobody could be 
blamed. It ig proposed now to grant di- 
vorces for lunacy. Perhaps the next step 
will be to ask that they be granted in cases of 
hopeless invalidism. 

There are undoubtedly cases where it may 
seem hard for a man t» be deprived of chil- 
dren and of the society of a wife because the 
person he married has becomeinsane. Yet 
when he married her he took her “ for better 
or for worse, in sickness or in health.“ He 
knew what he was promising and he ought 
not to complain if he is held to his bargain, 
Many men do not. They would not entertain 
the thought of divorce, even after the light of 
reason had deserted their wives. Others, how- 
ever, would get release gladly the minute 
their wives were sent toan asylum. This bill 
is chiefly for their benefit, 

This bill contemplates not only a new de- 
parture but a perilous one. It was stated that 
one of the members of the Legislature, who 
is a physician, said the reports of insane asy- 
lums show that patients do recover even after 
they ha ve been looked on as incurably insane 
for a period of five years. It would be un- 
pleasant for a wife who recovered to find her- 
self supplanted; and it would not be quite 
agreeable for the second wife, since many 
persons would look on her thenceforth as not 
much better than a concubine. The bill as it 
stands now does not seem to contemplate the 
possibility of recovery or to make any pro- 
vision therefor. 

Possibly the members of the Senate may 
come to the conclusion that this bill will not 
meet with the approval of the moral senti- 
ment of Illinois, and that it is well to lay it 
on the table. For while the inability to get a 
divorce for lunacy may work hardship in 
some cases, to make it one of the causes of 
, divorce may inspire with a desire for divorce 
‘persons who never thought of it before. Di- 
vorces surely will be obtained fraudulently 
for lunacy as well as for other causes. The 
permanency of the marriage tie will depend 
on the opinion of two physicians. Ihe injury 
wrought by the bill would exceed by far the 
good which might bedone byit. Therefore 
it is best to be in no hurry to pass it. 


ALTGELD’S WAY OF ECONOMIZING. 

About the close of December Gov. Alt. 
geld ordered the Board of Trustees of the 
Anna Insane Asylum to turn into the State 
Treasury an unexpended balance of $81,000. 
He has been taking credit to himself for hav- 
ing run that institution so economically and 
for having put back so large a sum into the 
treasury. 

A legislative committee sent to Anna to 
investigate the needs of the institution has 
just made a report which explains the kind of 
economy practiced by the Governor or his 


} appointees which made it possible to save so 


large a sum. The report, which is concurred 
in by the Democratic members of the com- 
mittee, says: 


And your committoe further believes that had 
the $81,000 turned back into the State Treasury 
been judiciously expended for the purposes for 
which it was appropriated much of the distress 
complained of in many parts of the State would 
never have been made and the 100 empty beds, 
which the Superintendent, Dr. W. C. Lenee, 
states were unoccupied at the time of the fire, 
would have been filled and our unfortunate in- 
sane, now being kept in uncomfortable homes 
and poorhouses. could have been cared for. The 
report shows that at the time of the fire there 
were in the institutior about 840 patients and 
that the capacity was for 980, 


So it appears that the expenditure of a good | 


part of the appropriation for the care of the 
insane in Southern Illinois was avoided by the 
simple but cruel expedient of not caring for 
nearly a hundred insane persons who are now 
huddied in county poorhouses or county jails. 
Successive reports of the Board of Charities 
have given a vivid and painful account of the 
sufferings of these unfortunates, They have 
none of the comforts or even of the decencies 
of life. They are poorly fed and clothed. In 
winter they freeze and in summer they suf- 
fer from the heat. The counties look on 
their support as a heavy burden, and do as 
little for them as they can. Yet it appears 
that they have to drag out a wretched ex- 
istence in order that the hospital may make a 
record foreconomy. That kind of economy 
is not commendable, 

This large sum of money, whith might 
ha ve alleviated so much suffering, remained 
in the bank in Anna in which it was deposited 
by the Treasurer of the board until about 


ten days subsequent to the time when the Su- 


perintendent of the hospital applied first to 
the Treasurer on behalf of the Governor for 
a loan of $10,000 and second to the bank in 
which the funds were deposited. The Super- 
intendent did not succeed in his negotiations, 
and the $81,000 was ordered turned into the 
State Treasury. Whether this order would

KEEP OUT OF THE WAY OF TEMPTATION 

Mr. Washington Hesing abandons for a 
moment his task of distributing letters to an- 
nounce that if the Democratic party wants to 
elect as Mayor a man who will run the city 
government on business principles and who 
is pledged to the civil service system of gov- 
ernment then he is just the kind of hairpin 
it is in search of. 

For, eays he, modestly, no pledge from 
him to introduce business methods into the 
government will be needed, inasmuch as his 
deeds speak for him and his works do praise 
him. He annbdunces that his Postoffice record 
for the last thirteen months speaks more 
loudly in his behalf than any speech he could 
make, No man has been dismissed because 
of his politics. No man has been asked to 
vote for any individual or party. The em- 
ployés have stuck to their work and the office 
has been placed on the best business basis 
it has ever seen. 

Mr. Hesing is calmly confident that he can 
place the city government on the same basis. 
“There is not a particle of doubt on that 
point. Ishould like to be the man to place 
it there, and I would place it there if I were 
Mayor.”’ 

It Mr. Hesing is wise he will stay where he 
is and not expose his civil service principles 
to the corrupting influences of City Hall life. 
By placing all the Postoffice employés under 
civil service rules the President made it im- 
possible for Mr. Hesing to run the office on 
political rules even had he wished to do 80. 
Hence no party pressure was brought to bear 
on him to dismiss or appoint men on account 
of their politics, But no law has been passed 
as yet to take the Mayor of Chicago out of 
politics, and if Mr. Hesing were to be elected 
in April by a Democratic party whichdeclared 
that it was purified and regenerated there 
would be brought to bear on him a pressure 
for office which, not having Mr. Cleveland’s 
aid, he might find it impossible to stand up 
against. Lead us not into temptation” 
should be his prayer. 

If the Legislature passes a law taking the 
Mayor out of politics and applying civil serv- 
ice rules to the city employés Mr, Hesing. if 
he should be elected, would keep out of poli- 
tics. The law would brace him up and force 
him todoso. But if no law should be passed 
and he were electei, then he might be tempt- 
ed and fall. He should take no such risks as 
that. He should not expose his civil service 
virtue to the assaults and allurements of the 
local politicians of his party. It will be safer 
within the shelter of the walls of the Postof- 
fice and the protecting arms of Cleveland. 


CATCHING THE GOVERNOR IN ATI. 

It was stated in last Sunday’s paper that 
the Lincoln National Bank, the President of 
which was at the time Treasurer of the State 
Institution for Feeble Minded Children, had 
loaned Gov. Altgeld $5,000 and that the note 
given by him was indorsed as guarantors by 


the then Treasurer and by the Superintendent 


of the institution. In a statement made by the 
Governor the following day he said: No man 
was asked or authorized to indorse for me; 
in fact no man has indorsed my paper for 
twenty years. Ido not indorse for others, 
nor do I permit anyone to indorse for me.“ 

The cashier of the bank now makes affi- 
davit to the foliowing effect: 

I refused to make the loan unless Judge Foley 
and Dr. A. M. Miller would indorse the papers. 
Afterward, on Dec. 4, 1894, another note signed 
by Gov. Altgeld fer $5,000 guaranteed by 8. A. 
Foley and.A. M. Miller was discounted at the 
bank. I know the signatures of both Judge 
Foley and Dr. A. M. Miller, and know it was a 
genuine signature on the back of the note. I 
gave a draft for $4,966.67 on the Globe National 
Bank of Chicago, which has Gov. Altgeld's sig- 
nature on the back of the draft. The entry on 
our book of bills receivable of date Dec. 4. 1894, 
is as follows: Date of note, Dec. 3, 1894; our 
number, 11,904; drawer or maker, John P. Alt- 
geld; indorser, John P. Altgeld; guarantors, 8. 
A. Foley and A. M. Miller; time, forty days; 
when discharged, Dec. 4, 1804; when due, Jan. 
12, 1895; amount, $5,000. 

Gov. Altgeld's reply is that he does not in- 
tend to give the matter any further attention, 
that he has not seen the affidavit and cares 
nothing about it, but that for the first time 
in the history of the State the funds of the in- 
stitution at Lincoln are drawing interest.” 
This is a confession that the Governor did 
not tell the truth when he said he permitted 
no one to indorse for him, for if the cashier's 
statement is incorrect the note which is in 
the Governor’s possession will prove it to be 
so. Seeing himself caught in a shocking fib 
he waves that indorsement question airily 
aside and says never mind that, the funds 
are drawing interest. 

fhe Governor of Illinois borrowed some 
money from a bank in which State funds 
were on deposit, but the payment of the money 
had to be guaranteed by two of his office- 
holders, the Treasurer and the Superintendent 
of a State institution. They would not have 
done so presumptively if they had not been his 
officeholders. It is not decent for a Governor 
to permit his subordinates to indorse his 


paper, and when caught at it it is foolish to 


deny it impudentiy when his denial can be 
disproved so easily. The fact that the funds 
are paying interest now does not condone 
these singular performances+on the part of 
the Governor. 


Ou of the most prominent figures in the 
recent history of the Hawaiian Islanas has 
just passed away. John L. Stevens, ex- United 
States Minister to the islands by appointment 
of President Harrison, upon the advice of 
James G. Blaine, died at his home in Augus- 
ta, Me., yesterday. Mr. Stevens was a trained 
diplomat, qualified fcr his post at Honolulu 
by service at home and abroad, in Uruguay, 
Sweden, and Norway. In Hawaht he clearly 
foresaw the change ot government from a 
monafehy toa republic which was sure to 
come, and the annexation to this country 
which is also inevitable. When the revolu- 
tion against the corrupt rule of Liliuokalani 
occurred he promptly raised the American 
flag as a signal of protection and or- 
dered United States marines ashore to 
look after American interests. As the result 
of his action the provisional government was 
set up and the Queen was dethroned, though, 
as events have since demonstrate l, the same 


result would have occurred had he taken no 


such step. Though the majority of the Amer- 
ican people applauded him for his action the 
Cleveland administration, which was engaged 
in a conspiracy to restore the Queen to the 
throne, sent Mr. Blount of Georgia to the isl- 
ands with paramount authority not only to pull 
down the American flag and order the ma- 
rines back to their vessel, but to exercise ab- 
solute diplomatic and executive authority. 
Under such circumstances no recourse was 
left to Mr. Stevens except to resiga, and Mr. 
Willis was appointed his successor. The rest

Stevens lived long enough to see all this, but 
not long enough to witness the annexation of 
the islands, which so long had been his dream 
as well as that of his lifelong friend, Mr. 


Tun regular report at the Chicago Post 
office Thursday last showed that thirty- 
four men in the mailing division and twenty- 
four letter-carriers were laid off, being on the 
sick list, the ailments being bad colds, pneu- 
monia, and quinsy. There are now 200 men 
off on sick leave, and of these 41 are serious- 
ly ill, and the iliness in every case has been 
occasioned by the wretched condition of the 
building in which they are foreed to work. 
The cold blasts have free‘circulation all over 
the building. Snow has sifted in through the 
rickety windows upon the floors, the tables, 
and the desks. Moen are working with woolen 
mittens, overcoats, and ear muffs. The ink 
in the wells intended for public use is frozen. 
Employés have stuffed the windows with cot- 
ton and tried to protect their desks with can- 
vas, butin vain. In spite of steam coils and 
radiators the normal temperature of the 
buiding in this weather will not exceed 38°. 
In some instances men have had to be trans- 
ferred from one room to another to keep them 
from freezing. The reason why these victims 
of Congressional penuriousness have been 
forced to labor under such circumstances is 
that they are dependent upon their wages and 
the government docks a man for every hour's 
lost time. Grosser indifference to the com- 
fort of employés does not exist anywhere. 
The bill to put up a new building has passed 
both Houses of Congress at last, but if it is 
constructed as the last one was, at the pleasure 
and in the time and style the Supervising 
Architect may choose, what hope is there 
for any improvement? The condition of the 
Chicago Government Building is an unan- 
swerable argument for the passage of the bill 
how pending in Congress and asked for by 
the architects of the country. 


Tun Democratic editors of Indiana, or at 
least those who are members of the State 
Editorial Association, seem to be a cowardly 
lot. At the annual meeting day before yes- 
terday the President of the association read 
an address in which he assailed Mr. Cleveland 
for his attempts to save the financial credit of 
the country. He made a furious free silver 
speech. This address was sent to the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, which brought in a 
document indorsing the address and denoun- 
cing President Cleveland. This precipitated 
a bitter discussion, which was ended by the 
Chairman of the State Central committee 
coming in and restoring peace on the basis of 
the withdrawal of the address and the reso- 
lutions. The free silver editors who have 
Federal offices thought that it might not be 
sale for them to gc on record as abusing the 
President. The editors who think the Presi- 
dent is in the right did not have the courage 
to stand up for their principles and assented 
willingly to this compromise. The country 
editors of the State generally reflect the senti- 
ments of the sections in which they live. The 
presumption is therefore that a large per- 
centage of the Democratic voters of Indiana 
are unsound on the money question. But the 
politicians, like the Chairman of the State 


Central. com mittee, want to smooth matters 


over as much as they can, and keep out of 
sight the discord which prevails among the 
Democrats. 


Tun New York World wants to know what 
the banks mean by their excessive Loarding 
of gold. Those in the New York Clearing- 
House system alone hold more than 81 mill- 
ions of gold for which they have no use. 
Why do they not turn it into the Treasury in 
exchange for legal tender notes? Why do 
they not pey it out to merchants who have 
custome duties to meet so that it may replen- 
ish the government reserve? Are they seri- 
ously expecting gold to go toa premium or are 
they and the banks all over the country in a 
tacit combine to compel repeated bond is- 
sues for their speculative profit? The World 
thinks the banks ought to answer these ques- 
tions. But it hardly can expect them to do 
so, and probably if they did their statement 
would be to the effect that they have accumu- 
lated gold not in the hope of galaing a profit 
thereby but to avoid a povsible loss. It is 
also not ualikely they would assert that they 
would have had no apprehension of loss but 
for the hogtile attitude of the free silver ex- 
tremists, who have all along insisted on a 
change which would debase the currency unit 
by fully 50 per cent. Suppose it were sug- 
gested that these silver extremists shall be 
required to say why they maintain such an 
attitude as to give the banks an excuse for 
hoarding up gold, which they certainly would 
not want to hoard if the silver maniacs would 
drop their contention. 


Reducing Capital Puntshment Cases. 


The bill, of which Gen. Curtis of New York is 
the author, defining the crimes of murder in the 
first and second degrees, maaslaughter, rape, 
mutiny, and desertion, to provide punishment 
therefor and to abolish the death penalty for 
other crimes, passed the House Jan. 10. . It has 
now been reported in the Senate by the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary with amendments. The bill as 
amerded by the Senate committee reads as fol- 
lows: 

Sec. 1. Thatin all cases where the accused is 
found guilty of the crime of murder or of ra 
ander Sec. 5,339 or 5,845, Revised Statutes, 
jury may qualify their verdict by adding thereto 

‘without capital punishment"; and whenever 
the jury shall return a verdict qualified as afore-. 
said the person convicted shall be sentenced to 
imprisonment at hard labor for life.

EXPECTATIONS OF A BOND SALE 
KEEP Back THE EXPORTS 


Withdrawals from the Treasury Were 
‘Mainly for Domestic Purposes—Iton 
and Steel Products Declined in Price 
Last Week, as Well as for the Month= 
Active Specuiation Falls to Enhance 
Quotations for Farm Prod uots- Clearing 
House Reports for the Last Six Days. 


.Nzw Ton, Feb. 8.—R. G. Dun and com- 


pany’s Weekly Review 
today, will say: | 
For a whole week the confident expecta- 
tion of the sale of bonds has kept back ex- 
ports of gold. Withdrawals from the Treas- 
ury amounted to about $2,000,000, but were 
mainly for domestic purposes. No bond bill 
has passed or is likely to pass Congress, and 
in the two months ended Feb. 1 the Treasury 
actually lost $67,000,000 in gold, of which 
$40,400,000 went into circulation, and $26,- 
800,000, besides the product of the mines, 
went abroad. To arrest this outgo in either 
direction is a problem which another issue of 
bonds may possibly solve. It is hoped the 
negotiations with foreign bankers may secure 
some improvement, though it is clear that 
sales of securities here will have the same ef. 
fect as if the bonds were placed in this coun- 
try, and they may not be stopped by the new 
transactions. The condition of industries, if 
not definitely better, at least presents some 
points of encouragement. | 
No advance in the prices of manufactured 
products indicates a better demand. On the 
contrary, iron and steel products have slight- 
ly declined for the week and for the month, 
and in comparison with prices of October. 
1890, are but 54.1 per cent, against 54.8 
per cent Jan. 1. During the week the de- 
mand has been checked by the higher prices 
at Pittsburg, so that Bessemer iron receded 
a little, while structural products, in spite of 
some large contracts, are a shade lower.

ALL THE JOLIET PLANS ARE MADE, 


Chief Enginéer Randolph of the Drainage 
Canal Talks of Nott’s Quertes. 

Tus Tarom has received a communication 
from Gordon H, Nott criticising the published 
estimate of the cost of the Drainage Channel 
at $27,803,312. He says the estimates for 
conducting the water through Joliet are not 
specific and minute enough and that nothing 
at all is said of the expense of improving the 
South Branch, 

These complaints were laid before Chief 
Engineer Randolph yesterday and he was 
asked fot an explanation. He said: It is 
not usual to insert in an annual report such a 
minute statement as Mr. Nott ex with 
reference to improvements in J Leun 
only say they ate all in my office, that they 
will fill a book, and that Mr. Nott can come 
and read them if he wants to. 

„As to the connection of the chaunel at 
Robey street with the lake, we have never es- 
timated that for the same reason that we have 
never estimated the work beyond Joliet. The 
method of making this connection has not 
been decided on. For all I know, it may be 
decided to continue the channel straight to 
the lake. The probability is the South 
will be deepened, but that will involve the 
lowermg of the tunnels. The cost of this im 
provement, it is true, has never been included 
in our estimates, and we do not know what it 
will cost. But the operation of the Drain 
Channel will not have to wait on this work. 
I do not think we can get 300,000 cubie feet 
of water a minute through the South Branch, 
but can certainly get 225,000 cubic feet 
through it, and that will give Chicago ideal 
drainage facilities while the rest of the work 
is being planned, In the meanwhile the chan- 
nel which is to be dug through the Midway 
Plaisance may furnish as much more water 
as we want, or we may conclude to dig.a cov- 
ered waterway from bey street to the lake 
for that purpose. 


Stock of Money Per Capita. 


Philadelphia Ledger: The stock of gold in the 
United States at the close of the last fiscal year 
was $626,600,000, according to the proximate 
estimate of the Mint Bureau. This stock was 
exceeded by that of only one country in the 
world, France, which had $825,.000,000. Ger- 
many had within a million and a half as much as 
the United States. Great. Britain had less than 
Germany. Our stock of silver exceeded that of 
all other countries save India and China. The 
whole stock of money in our country, gold, silver 
and uncovered peper, gave us a per capita sup- 
ply of $25.07. Other nations having a greater 
per capita supply were France, 6.70; Bel- 
Gua ortugal, $25.36; Netherlands, 
. 


No country shows a nearer approach than these 
figures to the per capita demand of $50 made 
by the Populist party, or $40, which the Re- 
publican party of Pennsylvania inserted ‘in its 
platform in 1893, as a sop to the Cerberus of 
inflation. The United Kingdom has a per cap- 
ita oney supply of $8.98. Germany has 
still less, $18.78. It is beyond AI to 
fix the amount of money necessary for the free 
exchan of commodities and the transaction 
of all the business affairs of a country, and all 
the arbitrary measures pro to provids a 
certain stock of money are futile projects, The 
largeste per capita steck is that of France 
near! 87, but the Germans are prosperous 
with half as much.

. OVER TO OVERHEAD WIRES. 


Elkins- Widener Syndicate Absorbs Nearly 
All the Intraurban and Suburban Lines 
and Reaches Out to Washington and 
Gettysburg—Sale of the Boland Electric 
Elevated = Susquehanna River Har- 
nessed for Power=Over $200,000 Paid 
Out of Gross Receipts for Park Tax. 


Batimors, Md., Jan. 30.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. }—There seems to be no limit to 
the development of electrical railroads in this 
city and vicinity, Mile after mile of trolley 
wires is going up in every direction. Soon 
every suburban roadway leading out of Balti- 
more will have electric lines on it running to 
all the towns within a distance of twenty 
miles, and even to Washington. 

With the extension of the lines comes the 
consolidation of a number of them, until now 
the City and Pog cing company, the Central 
company, ity Passenger railway, and 
the Traction syndicate controi all the lines 
in the city and suburbs. By the purchase of 
the Lake Roland Elevated lines, the first ele- 
vated road in the country to be suceessfully 
operated by electricity, the City and Suburban 
company, which is also constructmg 4 line to 
the Maryland steel works at Sparrow’s Point, 
on the Chesapeake Bay, has increased ite 
trackage to eighty-eight miles, the largest of 
the four companies. The Traction syndicate, 
however, is likely to absorb the old City 
Passenger lines, which will enable it to do away 
with one or two parallel lines. Rapid transit 
has paid the car companies well in Batimore. 
Everybody rides now, whereas under the old 
slow horse-car system nearly everybody pre- 
ferred to walk. The companies are required 
to pay 9 per cent of their gross receipts as a 
tax for maintaining public parks. The totale 
of park tax paid last year—$224,065.02— 
indicate gross receipts of $2,489,500.22.

Short Cause Calendar’s Injustice, 


Curcaeo, Feb. 6.—[{Editor of The Tribune. 
The short cause calendar in our courts is an in- 
justice to the people. I find that one-fifth of the 
time of the courts on the common law side is taken 
up with the trial of so-called short cause cases, 
and then one-fourth of that time is absolutely 
lost. I had a case where! was defending and 
the case was put on the short cause calendar. 
All my witnesses were in court from 10 o'clock 
in the morning to 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 
The first case called jury trial, they were one 
hour and.a half trying it, and then the 
case was stricken from the short cause calendar 
so that that hour and a half was lost. The court 
and jury and one and a half hours gone and noth- 
ing gained. I waited until 4 . m. My case was 
called and jury trial. The plaintiff put in hie 
case. I called my witnesses, had them all testify 
except one, and.the hour was up before we were 
through with the evidence, so my case was striken 
from the short cause calendar. That made two 
and one-half hours lost forever, It was about the 
same in all the other courts. The courts are not 
to blame; they often let the cases run over the 
hour because they had rather do that than to 
lose the time. The trouble lies in the law. It 
permits any plaintiff by his attorney to make 
oath that in his opinion the case can tried in 
one hour, and then it goes on the short cause 
calendar. The law should be repealed. By the 
time the courts try these so-called short causes 
and hear arguments Saturdays for no trials 
two days out of each week are gone, is one- 
third of their time, and the result is that 
many important cases. and that, too, where 
parties have as good right to be heard as these 
short cause parties are put off in each year four 
months. I wish you wouldinvestigate and find 
out if Iam not correct. This law was passed for 
the purpose of — cases without delay 
where the defense was false or made for delay, 
but in half the cases on the short cause calendar 
the defense is a good one, so that the 
right to recover is not always with the plaintiff. 
I would suggest in lieu of this law that where 
the court finds there was no defense to plaintiff's 
action, and was made for deluy and not in 
faith, that the defendant be required to 
plaintiff's attorney fee to be taxed as costs. 
suggest the above so that this matter may be in- 
vestigated.

| Killing James Robertson and His Son 


Confesses Under the Promise That His 

Punishment Would Be Life Imprison-

SUNDAY OPENING IN ENGLAND. 


The Law Seems Satisfactory and Is En- 
forced with Great Strictness, 


New York Sun: Sunday opening of liquor 
saloons is permitted in Great Britain under 
regulations which have remained the same 
tor a dozen years or more, and which seem to 
be pretty generally satisfactory all round. 
The regulations are strict the pen- 
alties heavy. The hours duri which 
saloons ._may be open are ifferen} 
for London, for the large cities, and 
for country places, but under * these 


three classifications the law the 
same. In London saloons may be open on 
week days from 5 in the morning until 12:30 
midnight, except on Saturday night, when 
they must close at midnight. In towns of 
not less than 1,000 inhabitants the week-day 
hours are from 6 in the morning until 11 at 
night. In the country saloons may only be 
open from 6 a. m. to 10 p. m. on week days. 

On Sundays London saloons may be open 
from 1 to 8 in the afternoon and from 6 to 11 
at night. Elsewhere the hours of Sunday 
opening are in the afternoon from 12:30 to 
2:30 o'clock, or 1 to 3, as the local author- 
ities may determine, and from 6 to 10 in the 
evening. : 

N a, liquor dealers say the very best 
of Sunday trade is the early morning trade. 
Doubtless the same conditions obtain in Lon- 
don as here, but there is no Sunday morning 
selling in London or elsewhere in Great Brit- 
ain. Itis an interesting sight all over En- 
gland to see the crowis slowly lining up to- 
ward a public house about twenty-five min- 
utes after 12 Sundays. By twenty-five min- 
utes of 1 the saloons are full. This is not 
so in the evenmg. There is not such a 
rush fora drink in the evening. But there 
is a peculiar exception to the Sunduy closing 
law which allows any thirsty soul to get a 
drink if he is only willing te take a little 
trouble for the drink’s sake. A dona fide ” 
traveler may go into any publicthousejand de- 
mand refreshments, and the keeper must 

Under the law, as interpreted, a 

man who makes a bona fid 
miles is a dona fide traveler.“ Of course, 
this provision was at first greatly abused, 
until it was made plain, through convictions, 
that a man must be a traveier for some other 
purpose than to get a drink in order to be a 
te bona fide traveler. Still, a man may take 
a four-mile walk for his health, and want a 
drink at the end of it. In that casehecan get 
it, But, asa matter of fact, this feature of the 
law is not abused much. The saloons where 
liquor is sold to travelers out of hours on 
Sundays are usually in the suburbs of big 
towns, and the business is as a rule entirely 
legitimate. Ifa man is out walking or driv- 
ing on Sunday morning he may stop at a 
country inn and get a glass of ale without 
any trouble or question. : 

exception as regards travelers also ap- 
plies to all persons arriving at or departing 
from a railway station by rail. Toaccommo- 
date such people the buffets on the station 
platforms are opened at the time of arrival 
and departure of trains, but a man must show 
his railway ticket in order to get à drink. Of 
course, if a man is dying fora drink he can 
take a train to a place four miles out of town 
and get a drink at the buffet, Another excep- 
tion in the Sunday selling law is, that liquor 
may be sold to persons ac i 


lodging in 
the hotel or inn. 

Still, these exceptions do not cut much of 
a figure in the matter of Sunday opening in 
Great Britain. The law is interpreted in the 
spirit as well as the letter, and the result is 

„practically, all liquor saloons in Great 
Britain are closed Sunday until 12:30 mid- 
day and between Sand6 in the afternoon, 
The penalty for keeping — out of hours, or 
* for allowing liquor to consumed” on 
licénsed premises out of hours, is £10 for 
the first offense and £20 for the second. Ifa 
saloonkeeper is convicted a third time he is 
liable to lose his license.

A 
medical authority has reckoned out the 
extra pumping imposed upon the heart by 
this exertion amounts to lifting one meter 
high 14,496 kilograms of blood, that is a 
weight of nearly 33,000 pounds. 

Think of it, maidens and matrons, whom 
we hear often complain of palpitation, or ex- 
cessive functional action of your heart 
whether it is permissible in your individual 
case to expect so much work from the im- 
paired organ trembling in the band of steel— 
your tightly-laced corset.

Likewise, do not seek a change of temper- 
ature after the dance without preparing your- 
self for the ordeal. It is this lack of precau- 
tionary measures that is death to a good com- 
plexion. The act of perspiring, healthful and 
natural, does not ruin the tint, though most 
women think otherwise. 

Do not be afraid of takmg a glass of cold 
wine, or even ice water, durmg pauses of 
the ball. There wasa time when it was for- 
bidden by law to offera drink to soldiers on 
the march in summer-time. Medical inves- 
tigation has proved that in this case too much 
caution is of the evil. Marching sons of Mars 
may drink all they want now, and are 
better for it, provided they continue in the 
exercise. Dancers may take a glass or two 
without impairing their health, even if slight- 
ly overheated, if they refrain from sitting 
down at the repast.
